An  Act  to  provide  for  the  control  and  regulation  of  supply  and  distribution  of  fodder 
and  grain  including  regulation  of  prices  thereof  in  the  Province  of  Bombay  on 
occasions  of  famine  or  scarcity. 

WHEREAS  ifc  is  expedient  to  provide  for  the  control  and  regulation  of  supply 
and  distribution  of  fodder  and  grain  including  regulation  of  prices  thereof  in  the 
Province  of  Bombay  on  occasions  of  famine  or  scarcity  ; It  is  hereby  enacted  as 
follows  : — • 

1.  (/)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Bombay  Fodder  and  Grain  Control  Act,  short  title, 

1939.  extent  end} 

commence* 

(2)  It  shall  extend  to  the  whole  of  the  Province  of  Bombay  ment. 

(<?)  It  shall  come  into  force  with  effect  from  such'date  as  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment  may  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette  appoint. 

3.  In  this  Act,  taxless  there  is  anything  repugnant  in  the  subject  or  context, — Definition** 

(i)  “ Famine  ares M means  any  area  declared  to  be  famine  area  under 
section  3 ; 


(2)  “Scarcity  area”  means  any  area  declared  to  be  a scarcity  area  under 
* section  3 ; 

(3)  “Standard  price ” means  the  maximum  price  fixed  for  sale  of  fodder 

or  grain  under  section  3. 

3.  (7)The  Provincial  Government  may,  from  time  to  time,  by  notification  in  poaerto 
the  Official  Gazette , declare  that  a state  of  famine  or  scarcity  prevails  in  any  local 
area  in  the  Province  ; and  thereupon  the  «aid  area  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a famine  Bcarc|ty 
area  or  a scarcity  area,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act  for  such  area*  and 
period  as  the  Provincial  Government  may  direct.  Jtendard 

(2)  On  a declaration  being  made  under  sub-section  ( 1 ),  the  Provincial  Govern- price#* 
ment  may  also  by  like  notification  declare  that  all  contracts  for  the  sale  of  fodder 

or  grain  of  any  kind  entered  into  on  or  after  the  date  specified  in  the  notification 

shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

(3)  He  Provincial  Government  may,  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette , 
fix  a standard  price  for  the  sale  cf  fodder  or  grain  in  any  famine  area  or  scarcity 
area  or  in  such  other  area  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notification.

section  (1)  oi  section  3 that  a state  of  famine!  or  scarcity  prevails  in  any  local  area 
*nd  during  the  period  for  which  such  declaration  is  in  force,  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment may,  at  any  time,  on  bang  satisfied  thajt  it  is  necessary  for  the  relief  of  poor 
persons  -t  fo  r the  protection  uf  agriculture  oij  for  the  preservation  of  public  health 
Ul  such  famine  area  or  scarcity  area  that  the  removal  of  fodder  or  grain  of  any  kind 
from  .such  famine  area  or  scarcity  area  or  from  any  othet  local  area  should  be 
restricted,  direct,  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette,  that  no  person  shall 
remove  from  the  local  area  mentioned  in  the  notification  i such  fodder  or  grain 
Without  permission  in  writing  of  the  Collect*,  r or  such  other  officer  as  may  be

(3}  On  such  direction  being  issued  no  person  shall  remove  »[or  attempt  to 
remove]  from  the  local  area  mentioned  in  the  (notification  any  such  fodder  or  grain 
\wjthout  obt  aining  permission  in  the  manned  provided  in  shib-section  (1)  for  the 
retuov,  J ${  such  fodder  or  grain.] 

6.  (J)  Any  sum  agreed  to  be  paid  as  consideration  for  the  sale  of  fodder  or  grain 
of  any  kind  in  excess  of  the  standard  price  shall  be  irrecoverable. 

(2)  If  any  i mch  sum  has  been  paid,  it  shall  be  recoverable ' by  the  person  paying 
the  3ame  from  the  person  to  whom  it  was  paid  j j-  . 

7.  Whoever  contravenes  any  of  the  provisions  of  section  4 or  5 shall,  on 
conviction,  be  punishable  with  imprisonment  for  a term  which  may  extend  to  two 
years  or  with  fine  which  may  extend  to  Rs.  l.CJOO  or  with  both-

8.  The  Provincial  Government  may  by  notification  in  the  Official  Gazette  mriu 
rules  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  Act.
